of Peace and Harmony. 

And fince He, who {pake, as never man [pake, had 
no advantage of Education, was Pupil ce no illuftri- 
ous Rabbin, was brought up at no Gamaliel’s feet,

cue wonders of Chrift’s Childbood, are the Fabulous Re- 
Prefentations ef thofe, who wou'd make new Additions 
fo cur Saviour’s Hiftory, 

_ Bur from our Lord’s wonderful encreafe in Wi- 
“om ari2 Years Old, we may affure our felves,that, 


when he was a Child, he neither Spake as a Child, nor 
underftood as a Child, nor thought as a Child ; and 
therefore, when become a Man, had no occafion to 
put away Childifh things. 

Q. With abundance of Patience 1 waited almoft two 
Months, before you folu'd one Queftion out of feveral, 
that Ihave fent, and then you Stated it wrong.

HE Advifes from the Camp at Mublbergh Au- 
guft 7th are ; That the Elector of Bavaria conti- 
nues engamp’d at Langencandel with 49 Squadrons, and 
43 Batalions, and has fent a Detachment of 4 Reg)- 
ments of Dragoons towards the Upper Alface. That 
the Elector of Hannover, has thought proper to rein. 
force the Body under Count Mercy, with a Regimes 
of Dragoons and 2 Regiments of Foor, whereby the 
Armies on both Sides are pretty equal ; but che Ene. 
my being more advantagioufly Scituated than They, It 
will oblige his Eleétoral Highnefs to continue in that 
Camp, till they know the fuccels of the Expedition 
of the Count de Mercy ; for if the fame proves fuccels- 
ful, the Fnemy will be forced to detach fome Troops 
to oppofe him, which will enable the Elector of Hanno- 
ver to pals the Rhine,and f{upport the Expedition of that 
General, which is ftill kept fecret : But if it fhou’d 
not be fuccelstul, His Eleétoral Highnets will recall 
him, and the forces under his Command, in Order to 
pafs the Rhine, and leave “6000 Men in the Lines, fo 
that ‘tis hop'd, the. Enemy will not be able to make 
any Detachments for Brabant, or Dauphine, which is 
a Service of the greateft {mportance that can be expect. 
ed from the Imperial Army at this time, after fuch 
great Detachments have been fent to the Netherlands 
with Prince Eugene of Savoy. . Tis adviled from Bruf- 
{els Auguit 14. That on Sunday Night King Augultus 
arrived there trom the Hague, with feveral Saxon Lords, 
and defigns, ’tis faid, to go to the Confederate Army 
with the firft Convoy, out of curiofity to fee the Siege 
of Lifle, which is like to prove very remarkable; and 
from the Hague Auguft 14. ’Tis reported, that He has 
caufed Monfteur Gersdorf, his Minifter there to offer to 
the States all the Horfe on foot, without asking any 
Confideration for it, purely out of Generofity and Af- 
fection for the Common Caufe, but with this Condition 
however, That if their High and Mightineffes think fic 
to continue them in their Service after this Campaign, 
they will allow them Winter Quarters, And Yefterday 
the Burghers were up in Arms till the Evening, expect.
